Nevertheless,  some  people  might  be 
willing  to  buy  1.9*0  years  of  life  at 
this  price,  especially  If  they  knew  that 
it  would  not  merely  be  their  old  age 
that  would  be  prolonged,  but  their 
youth  and  their  maturity  as  well.  A 
man  would  feel  like  a  boy — or  maybe 
like  a  boy  frog — until  he  was  a  couple 
of  hundred,  and  would  not  begin  to

Where 
legislation  is  so  poorly  conceived  as  to 
lead  to  industrial  disorganization  pf  a 
chaotic  character,  there  to  obviously 
something  Inherently  wrong  with  the 
form  of  government  which  exists 
That  60  per  e*Ut  *f  the  Russian  peo 
pie  abould  go  hungry  Is  a  crime 
against  civilisation,  considering  that 
all  the  foodstuffs  necessary  to  their 
subsistence  on  the  healthiest  scale  can 
he  produced,  and  was  produced  before 
fanatics  took  control  of  th*  political 
affaire  Of  the  country.  j 

There  has  never  been  any  secret 
about  the  apathy  of  tire  peasantry  of 
Russia  towards  Soviet  rule.  The  rural 
population  is  disorganised,  and  Soviet 
methods  prevent  It  from  amalgamat- 
ing Its  interests.    By  far  the  Urgest 
proportion  of  th*  population  of  Russia 
is  made  up  of  the  peasant  class,  and 
it  is  that  element  which  will  prevail 
when  a  government  on  representative 
lines  is  set  up  in  the  country.  The 
findings  of  Mr.  Turner  disclose  noth- 
ing new,  but  since  they  come  from  a 
member  of  the  labor  delegation  they 
will  carry  weight  among  a  consider- 
able section  of  the  people  in  Great 
Britain.   Any  curapry  examination  of 
conditions  in  Russia,  especially  when

An  idea  growing  in  favor  is  that 
death  is  not  inherent  in  the  indi- 
vidual cell,  but  Is  Only  the  fate  of 
mere  complicated  organisms  In  which 
different  types  of  cells  or  tissues  are 
dependent  oil  each  other.

River,  at  that  regarded  as  the  main 
stream  of  the 'Columbia,  or  oneofjta 
tributaries,  and,  following  the  Ne- 
ehaco  River  to  the  Stuart  River,  ha 
traced  thia  stream  to  Stuart  Lake, 
establishing  there  Fort  St.  James.  He 
gave  the  name  of  New  Caledonia  to 
the  whole  territory.

Damages  for  the  plaintiff  in  the 
•urn  of  13*0,  .with  costs,  was  the  re 
suit  of  the  three  days'  trial  of  the 
libel  suit  of  Campbell  vs.  Shaw, 
which  came  to  an  end  in  the  8u 
preme  Court  yesterday  with  that  de 
cision  of  Mr.  Justice  Macdonald.  The 
learned  judge  said  that  the  result  of 
the  trial  had  vindicated  the  character 
of  the  plaintiff;  and  His  Lordship 
oommented  in  severe  terms  on  the 
course  pursued  by  the  defendant.  At 
the  same  time  he.  the  learned  judge, 
thought  that  the  ends,  of  Justice 
would  be  served  without  the  inflic- 
tion of  special  or  heavy  pr  substan- 
tial damages. 

In  reciting  the  grounds  of  hto  de- 
cision, Mr.  Justice  Macdonald  tra- 
versed the  Whole  field  of  Insular  his- 
tory which  this  action  between  past 
and  present  residents  of  Gabrloln 
Island  had  explored.  The  plaintiff, 
said  the  learned  judge,  was  seeking 
to  recover  damages  from  the  de- 
fendant, on  account  of  a  libel  al- 
leged to  be  contained  In  a  '  letter 
written  by  the  latter  last  year  to  Mr. 
J.  O.  Cameron,  president  of  the 
Gabriola  Shale  Products  Company, 
of  whose  plant  on  Gabriola  Island 
the  Irtalntlff  was  at  tnat  time  the 
manager. 

Leading  up  to  this  letter  there  had 
been  many  instances  of '  friction  be- 
tween the  two  men.  There  had  been 
a  controversy  about  the  location  of  a 
.proposed  wharf  for  the  -  Island,  in 
which  the  two  men  had  tatabn  op- 
posing sides.  Public  meetings  had 
been  held,  and  feeling  bad  run  high. 
There  had  been  troubles  about  fore- 
shore rights  and  again  plain tifT  and 
defendant  had  come  into  opposition. 
There  had  been  trouble  about  a  well 
on  defendant's  property;  in  which 
matter  the  defendant  had  shown  no 
spirit  of  accommodation.  There  had 
been  a  very  trivial  matter,  as  it 
turned  out,  in,  relation  to  the  cut- 
ting of  Umber  belonging  to  the  de- 
fendant. 
•        Unforgiving  Disposition 

Neither  of  these  men,  contfkued 
the  learned  judge,  had  shown  himself 
to  be  of  a  forgiving  disposition.  They 
had  shown  that  it  was  impossible 
(or  them  to  forget  these  differences. 
He  wss  satisfied*  that  there  had  ex- 
isted between  them  no  good  feeling. 
It  was  this  feeling  that  had  led  up  to 
the  writing  ot  the  letter  com- 
plained of. 

That  letter  on  the  whole,  said  Mr. 
Justice  Macdonald,  was  an  up  war- 
ranted attack  upon  a  man  in  a 
position  ot  trust.  It  was  an  alto- 
gether unnecessary  letter.  In  it  the 
defendant  had  vented .  hto  feelings 
against  the  plaintiff.  .  It  had  been 
intended  to  affect  the  plaintiff's  posi- 
tion as  manager  of  the  company 
The  letter  had  tended  t6  convey  the 
effect  that  the  plaintiff  was  unworthy 
of.  the  confidence  of  hto  employers. 

The  learned  judge  went  on  to  com  . 
ment  in  detail  upon  all  tbe  damaging 
statements  made  by  the  defendant  in 
his  letter  about  the  plaintiff.  On  the 
facts  as  to  all  these  details  the  de- 
fendant was  not  entitled  to  write 
that  letter.  The  whole  tenor  of  the 
letter  was  to  convey  to  the  employ- 
ers of  the  plaintiff  the  Opinion  that 
their  employee  was  inefficient.  Nor 
had  the  defendant  been  on  such 
terms  with  Mr.  Cameron  as  to  war- 
rant the  contention  now  that  the  oc- 
casion Was  privileged.  And  even  had 
the  occasion  been  privileged  suah  a 
letter  would  still  have  lacked  Justifi- 
cation. Hto  Lordship  was  bound  to 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  the'  let- 
ter constituted  a  libel. 

Defence  Had  Failed 

The  defence  set  up  had  failed.  The 
defendant,  therefore,  had  become 
liable  tor  damages.    In  this  case,  con-

She  delivered  a 
sympathetic  speech,  saying  that 
though  she  felt  like  a  mother  to  all 
after  sixteen  years  as  president  of  the 
alliance,  her  age  and  her  diminished 
energies  compelled  her  to  relinquish 
the  task.

I  SAN  FRANCI8CO,  June  10.— Anger 
at  receiving  from  Jack  Dempsey  a 
photograph  of  himself  as  a  Philadel- 
phia shipyard  worker  In  war  time  was 
the  motive  that  prompted  her  to  make 
public  the  fact  that  he  was  a 
"Slacker."  Mrs.  Maxlne  Dempsey,  his 
former  wife,  declared  on  the  witness 
stand  today  In  Dempsey's  trial  on  a 
charge  of  evading  the  draft. 

Attorney  Gavin  McNab,  for  the  de- 
fence, asked  If  her  real  motive  was 
not  desire  to  get  140,000  or  more 
from  Dempsey  out  of  the  1250.000  he 
was  expected  to  receive  for  boxing 
Carpentier  for  the  heavyweight  cham- 
pionship of  the  world,  but  she  disT 
claimed  any  such  intention. 

McNab  asked  if  It  was  not  true  that 
she  had  stated  In  Wells,  Nevada,  that 
she  was  going  to  get  $40,000  out  of 
Dempsey.  The  witness  replied  that 
Buelah  Taylo.r.  another  inmate  of  a 
resort  at  Wells,  had  said  she  ought  to 
get  $40,000  out  of  a  pugilist,  and 
later  urged  her  to  try  for  $76,000,  to 
which  her  answer  had  been  that  she 
did  not  want  anything. 

A  large  part  of  the  afternoon  ses- 
sion was  taken  up  with  unsuccessful 
attempts  of  the  defence  to  shake 
Mrs.  Dempsey's  testimony  that  she 
had  only  received  about  $900  from 
her  husband  from  the  time  his  ques- 
tionnaire- was  mad*  out  in  January, 
1918,  until  their  flnnl  separation  in 
December  of  that  year. 

R.  W.  Burton,  cashier  of  a  tele- 
graph office  In  Salt  Lake  City,  said 
that  on  one  occasion  when  Mrs. 
Dempsey  received  money  from  her 
husband  by  telegraph.  Just  after  his  » 
match  with  Fred  Fulton,  she  re- 
marked: "Fulton  must  have  bit 
Dempsey  because  $200  was  jarred 
loose  from  him."  Burton  and  two 
other  employees  of  the  office  testi- 
fied to  paying  telegraphic  drafts  from 
Dempsey  to  his  wife  and  mother  On 
various  occasions  In  the  year  191$. 

One  of  the  two.  C.  B.  Thompson, 
said  Mrs.  Dempey  told  him  that 
"Jack  always  sent  plenty  of  money 
when  he  had  It." 

Col.  C.  W.  Thomas,  who  la  con- 
ducting the  case  for 'the  Government, 
announced  in  court  that,  unless 
cross-examination  of  Mrs.  Dempsey 
developed  new  points,  she  would  be 
the  last  Government  witness.
